Manning's latch structure 20 shows a resilient arm providing resilient movement of projections 96, 106, and a projection 84 in coperation 
with groove 90 provides a keying (alignment) function. The applicant's arguments that the resilient movement provides self-centering and 
vibration reduction is not supported by the specification. Page 5, lines 7-12,and 28-29, Page 6, lines 3-5 do not indicate any such 
functions as alleged by the applicant. Since the structure suggested by Manning meets the features as claimed in the instant invention, 
the function is inherent and intrinsic to the structure..
